MONTERREY. Mexico UPI—Res­

Canyon today to 
reach the burned wreckage of a 
government - owned plane that 
crashed yesterday en route to the 
U.S.-Mexican fiesta officially open­ 
ing the Rio Grande’s Falcon Dam. 
Estim ates of the number aboard 
ranged from the officially reported 
14 believed to have been assigned 
seats on the two-engine DC3 to 20 
or more. Two of those on the offi­ 
cial passenger list of 14 turned up 
elsewhere 
later, 
b u t 
officials 
feared others may have gotten 
aboard the ill-fated plane without 
listing their names. 
There were unconfirmed reports; 
in Mexico City that J. Clifford 
Safley, managing editor of the San 
Diego, Calif., Union, was aboard 
the plane. Officials of the news­ 
paper said they had not heard from 
him and expressed concern over 
the lack of any word. Mexican 
authorities reported they had no 
knowledge of his whereabouts. 
The plane was one or more than 
a score assigned to take newsmen, 
officials and entertainers to the 
dam ceremonies, highlighted by 
the meeting of President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and Mexican Presi­ 
dent Adolfo Ruiz Cortines. 
It smashed into the side of the 
canyon, only about 15 miles from 
Monterrey Airport. Search, planes 
reported sighting no sign of life 
around the wreckage.

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Open-Door Policy 


There is a new open-door policy in the world. 
It is generations ahead of the old open-door 
policy, which was merely an arrangement 
among the western powers to share and share 
alike in the exploitation of China. 
The new open-door policy deals with an atti­ 
tude toward the Soviet Union. It declares that 
no possibility of understanding shall be shut out 
by the closing of a diplomatic door on the 
frightened men of the Kremlin. 
The government of Russia again is being 
given a chance to accept an invitation to talk 
about the settlement of old problems in Eu­ 
rope — and all other international tensions if 
the Kremlin wants to broaden the scope of 
the conversations. 
This is primarily on Prime Minister Church­ 
ill’s insistence, though it has been backed up 
powerfully by President Eisenhower’s attitude. 
Churchill believes on the basis of events since 
Stalin’s death that the Soviet Union is in a 
state of change. He regards it as susceptible 
to new ideas and new circumstances. Being a 
philosopher - statesman with a record of many 
rebuffs for ideas which were turned down, he 
has developed the art of patience. 
He warned in the thirties that the Soviet Un­ 
ion was on the march. He warned in the forties 
that the Soviet Union should not be allowed to 
occupy the Balkans. He is warning in the fifties 
that the diplomatic door should be held open 
for a new regime in Russia because its Commu­ 
nist dictatorship is just as susceptible to change 
as any other kind of government. 
Churchill might be right. He has been right 
before.

Thefts Reduce Offensive Planning Value 


Playing With Matches 


As every newspaper reader knows, farm- 
commodity prices are of vital interest in poli­ 
tics. When they’re high, politicians are happy. 
When they’re falling, politicians are gloomy. 
Politicians now are gloomy. When this hap­ 
pens, much is heard about parity, the most 
talked about and least understood of the gim­ 
micks developed to stabilize agricultural prices. 
This is how parity works: 
Whenever the price of a farm commodity 
yields less purchasing power to its producer 
than the sale of the same commodity yielded 
at a certain period in the past, the govern­ 
ment may support the price at a prescribed 
percentage of “parity.” 
Parity is the equivalent of an escalator clause 
in an industrial contract. It is an attempt to 
do by government action what wage earners, 
investors and businessmen try to do for them­ 
selves — maintain a level of value received 
for value produced which will not be subject 
to wild fluctuations. 
When the phrase *'90 per cent of parity’’ is 
used, it means that if a product should sell at 
$1 a unit to give a producer the same buying 
power he gained from selling the same pro­ 
duct in the past, the government will try to 
keep the price from falling below 90 cents. It 
will do this by purchasing the product, itself, 
at that price, if necessary. 
Parity is supposed to do for farmers what 
adjustment of wages to living costs is supposed 
to do for factory workers.

Soviet Russia has brilliantly con­ 
ducted its espionage in this coun­ 
try, employing mostly Americans 
for that purpose. Our counter­ 
espionage has been inadequate. 
From 1942 to 1947, the FBI was 
excluded from all counter-espion­ 
age work relating to the Manhat­ 
tan Project and the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission. 


THIS WAS DONE by President­ 
ial order during the Roosevelt ad­ 
ministration, although the AEC 
came into being in 1946. 
Roosevelt and Churchill came to 
an agreement that British scien­ 
tists sent to this country to work 
on atomic and other scientific pro­ 
jects would not be screened by 
the United States. 
Thus, 
Dr. 
Klaus Fuchs, Dr. 
Bruno Pontecorvo, and other Brit­ 
ish scientists, who turned out to 
be 
Russian 
spies, 
were 
never 
screened by anybody. The respon­ 
sibility for this must be fixed. 
It is inevitable that investiga­ 
tions into espionage 
open new 
doors all the time. One thing leads 
to another. It must be noted, how­ 
ever, that little of the main body 
of data is new. 
Actually, in many important in­ 
stances, the lines of suspicion have 
been clear for many years. 
For instance, the existence of 
the Harold Ware cell, of which 
Alger Hiss was a member, was 
organized as far back as 1934 and 
was known to the Dies Committee 
as early as 1938. 
Dr. William Wirt, the educator 
of Gary, Ind., exposed it e v e n 
earlier and was literally hounded 
to death by the ensuing ridicule 
and humiliation. 


MOST OF THE spies and sub­ 
versives were not only retained in 
their positions but they were pro­ 
moted. 
Alger Hiss became the dominant 
personality in the State Depart­ 
ment, Harry Dexter White in the 
Treasury Department; the Depart­ 
ments of Commerce, Agriculture 
and Interior were infiltrated. 
During the war years, the de­ 
fense agencies were deeply 
infil­ 
trated. 
It takes time to rediscover data 


that reaches back as far as 1934; 
it takes time to open new leads. 
Be it said that just as James 
P. McGranery 
aided in hunting 
down espionage in the short period 
that he was attorney general under 
President Truman, 
so Robert T. 
Stevens, the current secretary of 
the Army, is doing a magnificent 
job in this field at the present 
time. 


NO COVER-UP is possible while 
he is secretary of the Army. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower has now issued 
an order to dismiss government 
officials who p l e a d the fifth 
Amendment before congressional 
committees. 
The value of the congressional 
committee is that it is permitted 
to go on fishing expeditions. Es­ 
pionage is a conspiracy, directed 
by experts from a great distance. 
It is covert and hopes to leave no 
trails behind. 
The usual procedures in a court 
of law are inadequate and even 
with the best will assist, the law 
officers can indict few spies for 
more than perjury. 
Alger Hiss was imprisoned for 
perjury, not for espionage. 
Many of the continuing instances 
of espionage are not punishable for 
anything. Those who are obviously 
guilty 
and 
against 
whom 
the 
known 
evidence 
is 
conclusive, 
plead their rights under the Fifth 
Amendment and nothing can be 
done about it in a court of law. 


PRACTICALLY all the known 
and living members of the original 
Harold Ware cell have been call­ 
ed before congressional commit­ 
tees, have plead the Fifth Amend­ 
ment and are free to continue to 
spy on this country. 
Unless an ex-Communist or an 
ex-spy is willing to talk, it is al­ 
most impossible to make a case. 
That is why Louis Budenz, Eliza­ 
beth Bentley, Whittaker Chambers 
and similar persons are invaluable 
to the United States. 
If such men as Philip Jaffe and 
Earl Browder would see the light 
and tell what they know volun­ 
tarily, it would, at this juncture, 
be very helpful. 


UNFORTUNATELY many who 
have broken with the Communists 
and spies fear incrimination and 
therefore plead the Fifth Amend­ 
ment. 
Some of them talk in private, 
but when called, plead the Fifth 
Amendment in public hearings. 
The executive session of the con­ 
gressional investigations is valu­ 
able because data unavailable at 
public hearings is disclosed in the 
private sessions, even if subse­ 
quently smothered by the Fifth 
Amendment. 
The McCarthy and Jenner com­ 
mittees have hit pay dirt in the 
country’s interest.

Heroes Of Defense 


A disaster like the explosion on the aircraft 
carrier Leyte while It was being overhauled 
in Boston is less dramatic than action against 
an enemy in wartime. 
But it can be just as costly in terms of 
both life and property. 
The men killed and wounded are heroes of 
defense as truly as if they had been killed 
and hurt by enemy bombs and shells. They 
were at their posts of duty, serving in hazard­ 
ous occupations for the protection of their 
countrymen. 
There are many military accidents each year 
which claim lives and inflict serious injuries 
without attracting attention, because it is taken 
for granted that military service is dangerous 
by its very nature. Members of the armed 
forces even have their troubles with automobile 
hazards, the same as everybody else. 
Regardless of the sources of their injuries 
while in service, they are to be honored for 
facing extraordinary risk in the performance 
of duty. The Leyte was theoretically safe—but 
no safer than any piece of massive military 
equipment ever can be made while packed with 
potential danger. 
Its crew has made a sacrifice to military 
danger as truly as if their ship had been in 
action against an enemy and had lost three 
dozen men, 
with that many more 
badly 
wounded.

When completed and broad­ 
casting over Channel 62 in De­ 
troit, this station will be part of a 
million - dollar-a-year airwaved 
propaganda operation dedicated to 
CIO’5 type of unionism and New 
Deal political candidates. 


THE STATION will cost th e 
UAW-CIO Broadcasting Corp. of 
Michigan $500,000 for construction 
alone and some $400,000 a year to 
operate, 
even with 
commercial 
sponsors. 
Plans for the station reflect 
Reuther’s 
characteristic 
daring 
and imagination in the field of la­ 
bor propaganda and education. 
It is being built for the future— 
for broadcasting along UHF (Ul­ 
tra High Frequency) lanes as com­ 
pared to the more traditional VHF 
(Very High Frequency) reception 
of our current TV sets. However, 
a $50 to $60 contraption will soon 
enable regular sets to pick up 
UHF — and by the time Reuther’s 
station hits the airwaves, this type 
of broadcasting may well be as 
popular as that on present fre­ 
quencies. 
The United Automobile Workers 
is seeking permits for similar sta­ 
tions elsewhere in the Midwest to 
match the license now being issued 
it by the Federal Communications 
Commission for operation in De­ 
troit, whefe there are but three 
other TV stations. These are on 
the regular broadcast bands. 


THE FCC EXAMINER who ap­ 
proved Reuther’s application found 
the union “legally, financially and 
technically qualified to construct 
and operate a television station.” 


Plans now call for six hours of 
daily telecasts, including “educa 
tional and cultural” news. 
Typical of the auto union’s pol­ 
icies in other fields, it has an­ 
nounced that it will try to run the 
station on a “non-profit” basis, but 
will seek enough commercial spon­ 
sorship to permit it to break even 
—if it can. 
Word here is that the TV sta 
tion, which must observe the FCC 
laws of objectivity, will neverthe­ 
less be beamed at keeping Mich­ 
igan in the hands of the New Deal 
Democratic governor Mennen Wil 
liams. He has been as helpful to 
the maturing CIO as the l a t e 
Frank Murphy was in the sit-down 
days from which CIO sprang back 
in 1937. 


GOV. WILLIAMS is up for re­ 
election 
in 
1954. 
And 
already 
Reuther’s statewide Political Ac­ 
tion Committee has scheduled 19 
conferences, some running tw o 
days, to cover the state’s 18 con­ 
gressional districts in the next five 
months in support of all Demo­ 
cratic candidates. 
A clean sweep for the CIO-spon­ 
sored candidates can wipe o u t 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
slender 
control of the House and Senate. 
Republican Sen. Homer Fergu­ 
son is also up for re-election, and 
the CIO will throw everything it 
has in Michigan into the fight to 
replace him with a New Dealer. 
The'election results in Wisconsin, 
which I’ve just left, cut Ike’s hold 
on Congress down to 4 seats, a 
margin which can be wiped out in 
Michigan if Reuther is successful. 
So the TV station, even with its 
one proposed Detroit transmitter, 
can be a powerful influence in na­ 
tional — and therefore internation­ 
al — politics. 


THOSE AROUND President Ei­ 
senhower know this and the ap­ 
pointment of James Mitchell as 
secretary of labor without consult­ 
ing, or even informing, the “T a f t 
people” in and out of the White 
House is considered a bid to soften 
up the CIO’s opposition. 
The Taft people 
argued that 
most of the labor vote could be 
saved without trying to woo the 
national leadership.

Election Results Interpreted To Fit Purpose

President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
used to say that congressional elec­ 
tions are essentially “local,” espe­ 
cially when a presidential nominee 
isn’t running, and he lived to see 
the Democratic majority in Cong­ 
ress reduced even when he him­ 
self was running. 
The special election in Wisconsin 
last week, in which a Democrat 
defeated a Republican for Cong­ 
ress, is being mistakenly interpret­ 
ed as a sign that the Republican 
party is not as strong as Eisen­ 
hower. 
Actually, in 1950—before Ike ran 
—the Republicans captured 22 out 
of 26 governorships in the states 
outside the Solid South. 
In 1952, the Republican party 
again won governorships in nearly 
all the northern states and the 
vote in several instances exceeded 
what Eisenhower got. 
There is no more illusory myth 
in politics than the claim about a 
presidential nominee being strong­ 
er than his own party in congres­ 
sional elections just because h i s 
total vote is larger than the total 
vote for Congress. 
In every presidential election in 
the last half century the success­ 
ful presidential nominee has run 
ahead of the congressional nomi­ 
nees except once, and that was in 
1948 when the Democratic candi­ 
dates for Congress generally ran 
ahead of President Truman. Very 
little was heard then about Mr. 
Truman being weaker than his 
party. 
The election statistics, usually 
compiled many months later, at­ 
tracted very little attention and 
did not offset impressions of his 
political 
strength 
formed 
after 
election day in November 1948. 
The latest statistics for the 1952 
election, which have just been 
printed by order of the clerk of 
the House of Representatives, if 
examined carefully, show t h a t 
there isn’t the slightest evidence 
to prove Dwight Eisenhower was 
everywhere stronger than his party 
in November 1952. 
There is evidence that, because 
of the separation of ballots, hund­ 
reds of thousands of persons didn’t 
vote for members of Congress on 
either ticket although they did vote 
for president. 
In California, for instance, 578,- 
000 persons who voted for presi­ 
dent didn’t vote for either congres­ 
sional ticket. 
In New York State, 218,000 presi­ 
dential voters failed to vote for 
any congressional candidate. 
Minnesota was an exception, as 
nearly 9,000 more persons there 
voted for members of the House of 


Representatives than for president. 
Also in that same state Sen. Thye, 
Republican—the victor in the sen­ 
atorial contest—ran 22,000 votes 
ahead of Eisenhower, who a l s o 
carried the state. 
In West Virginia, even if former 
Sen. Revercomb, Republican, had 
polled as many votes as Eisen­ 
hower got, he still would have 
been deficient by 50,000, which was 
the excess that Sen. Kilgore, Dem­ 
ocrat, got over Eisenhower. 
Again in Vermont, as in Minne­ 
sota, the Republican senatorial 
nominee ran ahead of Eisenhower. 
Sen. Flanders received nearly 2,- 
000 votes more than Eisenhower. 
In Kentucky, John Cooper, Re­ 
publican, won the race for senator 
and Eisenhower lost the state. 
In Delaware, Sen. Williams, Re­ 
publican, ran about 3,000 v o t e s 
ahead of Eisenhower, who also 
carried the state. 
In Missouri, while Ike carried 
the state by 30,000 votes, Stuart 
Symington, Democrat, ran 49,000 
votes ahead of Eisenhower. 
In Rhode Island Sen. Pastore, 
Democrat, ran 15,000 ahead of Eis­ 
enhower, who carried the state. 
In many a state, the unsuccessful 
Demoratic nominee for senator or 
for Congress ran ahead of Steven­ 
son but failed nevertheless to over­ 
come the majority vote of the Re­ 
publican nominee for Congress. 
Yet one hasn’t heard much talk 
about Stevenson being w e a k e r 
than his party. 
The most interesting thing the 
statistics show—though it has hap­ 
pened in almost all elections here­ 
tofore—is that many voters of both 
parties do not take the trouble to 
vote for anyone except the presi­ 
dential nominee, and in most states 
it isn’t possible any more to make 
a single mark and vote for the 
entire ticket, whether it be Repub­ 
lican or Democratic. 
Using round figures, the total 
vote for all candidates for the 
House of Representatives, as com­ 
pared with the total vote for both 
Stevenson and Eisenhower in the 
November 1952 election, shows the 
following number of voters who 
in certain states cast a ballot for 
the presidency but not for mem­ 
bers of the House: 
Arizona 12,000, California 578,- 
000, Colorado 24,000, Connecticut 4,- 
000, Idaho 12,000, Delaware 4,000, 
Illinois 129,000, Indiana 20,000, Iowa 
125.000, Kansas 73,000, Kentucky 
43.000, Maryland 61,000, Massa­ 
chusettss 95,000, Michigan 27,000, 
Nebraska 43,000, New Hampshire 
15.000, New Jrsey 104,000, N ew 
York 218,000, Oregon 29,000, Ohio

318,000, Pennsylvania 73,000, Wash­ 
ington 84,000, Wisconsin 39,000. 
This was the rule in most other 
states, too, but an exception to 
the rule was West Virginia, which 
cast more votes for members of 
Congress and for senator, respec­ 
tively, than for the presidential 
nominee. 
Finally it might be asked of 
those who have been repeating 
the myth that Ike is stronger than 
his party and who have been 
placing particular emphasis on the 
alleged weakness of the so-called 
“isolationists” of Middle West Re­ 
publicanism, as contrasted with 
the alleged strengh of the so-called 
“internationalists” of Eastern Re­ 
publicanism, what they make of 
the Massachusetts figures in 1952. 
For, although Sen. Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Republican of the Interna­ 
tionalist category, polled 58,000 
votes more than Stevenson and 
77,000 more votes than were cast 
for Republican nominees for the 
House of Representatives, he still 
lacked 70,000 votes to catch up to 
John F. Kennedy, who won the 
race on the Democratic ticket. 
Incidentally, Kennedy ran 81,000 
behind Eisenhower, who carried 
the state. So, if Ike is stronger than 
the Republican party, he must be 
considered in Massachusetts to 
have been much stronger than the 
Democratic party, too. 
The real answer is that no evi­ 
dence exists to justify any infer­ 
ence that party strength nationally, 
as reflected in the votes for con­ 
gressional candidates, has a signif­ 
icant relationship to the popularity 
or unpopularity of either the presi­ 
dent in power or the presidential 
nominee who wins his own elec­ 
tion. 
The “ coattail” theory has long 
been discarded by those in politics 
who know what a strong person­ 
ality on the opposite ticket or a 
dominant local issue can do to a 
congressional candidate who re­ 
lies solely on a presidential nomi­ 
nee to pull him through to victory 
or, in a midterm congressional 
election, depends only on a presi­ 
dent’s record as the major support 
for his own candidacy.

Emergency Menu Jolts Stubborn Pounds 


Daily Pattern

rome from dieters who have taken 
off 20 or 
25 pounds 
of surplus 
weight by dint of sticking faithfully 
to a diet, and then run up against 
a brick wall. 
For a stretch of three, four or 
even more weeks 
these 
dieters 
cannot budge a fraction of a pound. 
Raffled, they write if they should 
cut calories still lower, or just 
what can they do to resume re­ 
ducing. They express doubt t h a t 
they can ever get down to normal 
weight—and doubt dampens enthu­ 
siasm. 


IT 18 next to impssible to keep 
on dieting when nothing happens, 
so I would like to suggest an emer­ 
gency menu to jolt the pounds into 
moving. 
Ordinarily this dietitian 
d o e s 
not favor rigid diets made up of 
a few foods. And I am 
against 
“quickie diets” on several counts. 
To begin with, the idea that any 
diet followed for a few days can 
be of any permanent value in solv­ 
ing your weight problem is a snare 
and a delusion. You can lose on 
such fare, but as soon as you go 
oack to your regular ways of eat­ 
ing, the pounds 
come 
bounding 
back. 
Then, too, short term diets do 
nothing to help change your food 
habits and re-educate your appe­ 
tite. In the long run it is only by 
reeducating your appetite that you 
can stay at normal weight. 
However, dieters who have stay­ 
ed faithfully with protective men­ 
us and lost, but then for many 
weeks fail to lose even though they 
are still far above normal weight, 
do need a temporary change of diet 
to jolt the pounds. To-day’s menu 
is strictly for this purpose. 
If you have lost part of the ex­ 


cess weight, and appear to have 
struck rock bottom when you are 
still 20 or more pounds above nor­ 
mal, f o l l o w today’s emergency 
menu for two days only. This menu 
contains over IOO grams of pro­ 
tein. 
As you know, protein, because of 
its greater specific 
d y n a m i c 
action, stimulates the body to burn 
more calories. In this menu, the 
main meal is given in the middle 
of the day so the advantage of 
the extra heat produced is ex­ 
tended over a longer number of 
hours. 
The menu contains no fat and a 
minimum of carbohydrate. No salt 
should be used for these two days. 
The total calorie count 
is 
775, 
largely in protein. 
On rising, drink a glass of hot 
water with lemon juice. 
BREAKFAST 
Tomato Juice, 2 eggs, prepared 
any way except fried, no salt, and 
black coffee. 
DINNER 
2 broiled ground round steak pat­ 
ties (large-6 ounces each), and a 
dark green leafy salad, use vine­

SUPPER 
2 glasses of buttermilk.

Rates Adjusted 
For Collision 
Car Insurance 


Decrease For Some, 
Raise For Others If 
Driver Is Under 25 


Auto owners in the East Liver- 
pool-W ellsville district, whose cars 
are used solely for pleasure pur­ 
poses and have no drivers under 
25 years of age, will get cheaper 
collision insurance with their next 
policies. 
The National Automobile Under- 
wTiters Association has announced 
a decrease of approximately 12 per 
cent on the rates for this type of 
insurance on most cars. 
However, there will be a 15 per 
cent increase in the premiums for 
those cars where the drivers in­ 
clude persons under 25. 
An East Liverpool insurance firm 
cited the rates, which 
apply to 
Chevrolet, Ford, Dodge and Olds­ 
mobile, in explaining the new in­ 
surance policies effective today. 
The rates for $50 deductable col­ 
lision insurance on these makes of 
cars, used for pleasure purposes 
and with no under 25-year drivers, 
has been $67 per year. By the new 
rate, this will cost $59 a year, an 
$8 reduction. 
However, it’s a different story1 
for insurance on the same kinds 
of autos where some of the drivers 
are 25. The old rate was $74 and 
the new rate is $85. 
Cars, used for business purposes, 
such as salesmen, will continue at 
the $74 rate for this type of insur­ 
ance. 
Virtually no change was made 
in the rates for fire, theft or liabil­ 
ity insurance. Agencies said insur­ 
ance companies adopted new rates 
recently which provided decreases 
for theft and fire insurance. 
Insurance rates must be approv­ 
ed by the Ohio Division of Insur­ 
ance. They are based on claims 
which the companies have been re­ 
quired to pay during the past year.

Glenn Slaughter of Washington 
attacked the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration’s stand on the Taft-Hartley 
law in his address at the annual 
banquet of the Trades and Labor 
Council Monday night at the Mary 
Patterson Memorial. Some 150 at­ 
tended the event. 
The assistant director in charge 
of research and public relations 
activities for Labor’s League for 
Political Education declared “we 
have waited too long and seen too 
little” of the administration’s pro­ 
gram. He said the group has drop­ 
ped its official “wait and see” pol­ 
icy. 


“HUMAN VALUES are b e i n g 
submerged,” he asserted. 
He explained the league’s pro­ 
gram and praised Rep. Wayne L. 
Hays of Flushing, 18th District con­ 
gressman, a Democrat. 
Slaughter said Hays is “one of 
the finest representatives in the 
United States,” and termed him 
“a true friend of democracy.” 
Part of the league’s political edu­ 
cation program, he said, is “too 
see that men like that are return­ 
ed to Congress.” 
He said the league isn’t inter­ 
ested in electing Republicans or 
Democrats but in “electing men 
who respect the rights and welfare 
or ordinary citizens.” 


THE LEAGUE is asking for vol­ 
untary SI contributions from each 
member, he said, “to help our 
friends do a better job.” 
He declared IO million u n i o n 
members contributed only $250,000 
in last year’s political campaign 
while four wealthy families gave 
$256,000. 
Some $4,823,000 was spent in in­ 
fluencing congressmen after they 
were elected last year, and $100 
million was spent in electing men 
to office, he claimed. 
“If the last Congress was a ‘do- 
nothing’ Congress, I’d hate to see 
them in action. They’re paying off 
as fast as they can,” Slaughter 
asserted. 
Reviewing the Taft-Hartley law 
and President Eisenhower’s pro­ 
mise regarding a change, he said 
the President’s message was lost 
at the American Federation of La­ 
bor convention in St. Louis through 
Vice President Nixon’s “ridiculous 
Performance.”
